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EFFORT TO BE MADE FOR NEW INDUSTRY 
INDEPENDENT POSTOFFICE JO LOCATE

Committee Recommends That Washington Be 
Asked to Abandon Present Branch Post- 
office for Village Delivery System 


The Chamber of Commerce, at its 
last meeting, endorsed and accepted 
the report of the postoffice commit¬ 
tee, which recommended that applica- j 
tion be made to Washington for the 
establishment of the “Village Delivery j 
System,” and the abolition of the 
present plan of having the South San 
Francisco Postoffice a branch of San 
Francisco. 

The “Village Delivery Syst#m,” 
which is applicable to all postoffices 
having receipts of from eight to ten 
thousand dollars yearly, entitles that 
postoffice to its own postmaster, two 
carriers and four deliveries daily if 
the postmaster deems that number 
necessary. 

The recommendation that a canvass 
of the city be made, and a petition 
signed by the people askiug for the 
restoration of the postoffice, was ap¬ 
proved by the Chamber. 

It is the consensus of opinion of the 
majority of the thinking people that 
a grave mistake was made when San 
Francisco was permitted to take over 
the postoffice here. The belief seemed 
to be that there would be no radical 
change in the management or control 
of the postoliice, other than better 
service would be instituted by the 
placing of two carriers and tlie in¬ 
stallation of a delivery system. When 


the awakening came South San Fran¬ 
cisco's postoffice was entirely under 
the jurisdiction of San Francisco and 
this city had been made a “station” 
of San Francisco. 

W. H. Coffinberry, Dr. F. S. Dolley 
and D. E. Curley were the committee 
which made the recommendation for 
the Village Delivery System. 

War Stamp Funds. 

E. C. Peck, A. McSweeney and 
Judge E. E. Cunningham were ap¬ 
pointed a committee to raise funds by 
private subscription to meet the ex¬ 
pense of paying the salary of Miss 
Fourcans, who has been placed in 
charge of the collection of War Sav¬ 
ings pledges. The office has been con¬ 
ducted with 100 per cent efficiency 
and pledges of monthly payments 
were quickly made. 

F. A. Cunningham and City Attor¬ 
ney Coleberd advised the Chamber 
that the present “jitney” ordinance 
would be amended to make more ac¬ 
cessible jitney services and freight 
transfer deliveries. 

E. C. Peck and Dr. F. S. Dolley 
were appointed a committee to ar¬ 
range for rooms and housing accom¬ 
modations for the officials and em¬ 
ployees of the new chemical industry 
which will locate here.

CHEMICAL WORKS SECURES SITE 
ADJOINING PLANT OF FULLER 
COMPANY. 


Another industry has been secured 
for South San Francisco. Announce¬ 
ment of its having been located here 
was made by W. J. Martin at the 
Chamber of Commerce meeting on 
Tuesday night. 

The enterprise, which is a chemical 
company, will immediately commence 
construction work on a site immedi¬ 
ately adjoining the Fuller plant. Erec¬ 
tion of the buildings will be rushed 
so as to have the plant, which will 
initially give employment to about 
thirty men, in operation in record 
time. 

Eastern capital is interested in the 
company. 

The acquisition of the chemical 
works means much to South San 
Francisco, as both now and for a long | 
period following the war there will | 
be a big market for its product.

Members of the M. E. Church re¬ 
cently adopted a unanimous resolu¬ 
tion, which was presented to Dr.

Stevens be returned to the charge in 
South San Francisco. The action was 
taken at the last quarterly confer¬ 
ence. 


Tht> California Iron Yards, covering I 
nearly six acres of ground, is prac¬ 
tically completed and stands to-day 
the most efficiently and economically 
managed scrap yard in the country. 
The equipment installed is designed 
to handle and prepare five hundred 
tons of scrap daily. 

The equipment consists of a 150- 
ton Fairbanks track scale; a huge 
derrick for unloading heavy material; 
a large derrick for unloading and 
breaking cast iron; a Brown hoist 
electric locomotive crane for unload¬ 
ing scrap, and a Gantry crane of near¬ 
ly 120-foot span for removing cut 
material from the shears to the pre¬ 
pared scrap space or for loading the 
outbound cars. 

All material will be unloaded and 
loaded with Cutler-Hammer electro¬ 
magnets. Tlie inbound and outbound 
tracks will each accommodate fifteen 
standard railroad cars at a time. The 
tracks are sunken in a pit about eight 
feet in depth, so that the tops of gon¬ 
dola cars will be level with the yard 
ground surface, thus allowing the 
man who is loading or unloading ma¬ 
terial to easily see into the car. 

The whole yard is to be operated 
with electricity supplied by the Pa¬ 
cific Gas and Electric Company, and 
wherever possible everything is de¬ 
signed for safety of operation.

HUN ROBINSON 
WOUNDED IN FRANCE 

NO OFFICIAL FOUNDATION FOR 
RUMOR OF HIS DEATH; WAS 
BORN IN THIS CITY. 


News has been received here by the 
parents of Franklin Robinson that the 
well-known son of South San Fran¬ 
cisco has been seriously wounded in 
France. 

Robinson left with a San Mateo 
contingent on September 19, and re¬ 
ports of his being in the front-line 
trenches, going “over the top” and 
participating in the attacks which are 
forcing the Hun back to Berlin, have 
been received here from time to time. 

Franklin Robinson was a native- 
born South San Franciscan, and pre¬ 
vious to entering the service was a 
pharmacist in the employ of H. Ca- 

VtlSSll. 

Two telegrams have been received 
by liis parents, who reside at 314 
Baden avenue, from, the War Depart¬ 
ment. The first telegram stated that 
he had been wounded, “degree un¬ 
known,” and this was followed by a 
later wire advising that he was seri¬ 
ously wounded. The rumor of his 
death, which has been circulating | 
freely, is unsupported by any official 1 
advices from the War Department. 

Robinson has been in France since 
last May, serving with the Forty- 
seventh Infantry. 

South San Francisco’s citizens are 
swelling with pride at the record of 
Franklin Robinson and those others 
who have responded with him to their 
country’s call. 

He has been an honor in civil and 
military life to the parents who bore 
him and the city of his birth. 


ONE-ARMED MEN NOW 
WORKING IN MILL 

EMPLOYED AS TALLY MEN; “BET¬ 
TER THAN BOYS,” SAYS MILL 
CLERK BROOKS. 


There is a place for all in the in¬ 
dustries of South San Francisco. The 
days when a one-armed man need be 
jobless and a vagrant have been rele¬ 
gated to the past, for the Pacific Coast 
Steel Mill now has in its employ two 
men, each shy one arm. 

F. J. Brooks, mill clerk, conceived 
the idea of employing them as tally 
clerks, checking billets to the rolling 
mill. 

The men were secured through a 
San Francisco employment agency, 
which applied to Michael Sullivan, 
assistant probation officer, who was 
about to release them after 150 other 
vagrants had been rounded up and put 
to work. 

Probation Officer Nlchol will here¬ 
after hold all one-armed men subject 
to the call of the steel mill and other 
companies. 

Brooks says the men are more 
satisfactory than the boys who were 
previously employed in the same 
work. 


WORK OR EIGHT 


The “work or fight” rule is to be 
rigidly enforced by the San Mateo 
County Exemption Board, according 
to Secretary Horace W. Amphlett, 
who has announced that all men 
within the draft age who fail to find 
useful occupations will have their 
exemptions revoked and will be 
called into the service. “A man may 
be listed in an essential occupation, 
but unless he devotes all his time to 
the work, he may be considered an 
idler and called into the army.” 


FIERCE FIRE 
DESTROYS 



SPECTACULAR BLAZE AT SPIN- 
ELLI RANCH ON TUESDAY 
DRAWS MANY TO SCENE. 


A fierce fire destroyed the barns, 
windmills and water tank at the Spin- 
elli ranch at the extreme end of 
Grand avenue on Tuesday afternoon. 

When the fire department arrived 
on the scene, the flames had licked 
their way to the front fence of the 
house, but this blaze was promptly 
extinguished by means of the chem¬ 
ical apparatus. 

The fire department, which was 
seriously handicapped by tlie absence 
of fire hydrants in this section, made 
no effort to extinguish the blaze, 
which was fanned by a brisk wind. 

The fire attracted many people to 
the scene, and as the flames ate their 
way through the tower supporting tho 
water tank, speculation ran high as to 
the danger of the tank and burning 
structure toppling over upon tho 
Spinelli home.

No one 
was injured.

He left for France in 
May, 1917, and has been doing duty 
on the Truxton along the French 
coast up to the time of his return.

Hereafter the corporation officials 
will determine whether the employees 
working in the various shipyards of 
the company are absolutely essential 
to the building of ships, or whether 
they can be of more service to the 
country in the army. 

Orders have been issued by Vice- 
President Howard Coonley of the 
fleet corporation to this elfect, and in 
explaining the orders Mr. Coonley 
said: 

“The officers of the United States 
Shipping Board Emergency Fleet Cor¬ 
poration feel that they should ask for 
exemption for those individuals only 
who have special experience and 
ability which makes them essential 
to the successful carrying out of the 
shipbuilding program. It is, there¬

MERCY GLEANED FROM HERE 
AND “OYER THERE.’” 


Mrs. E. C. Peck, Mrs. Brady Wolfe 
and Mrs. W. H. Coffinberry were the 
delegates of the South San Francisco 
Auxiliary of the American Red Cross 
Society to the Institute of Salvage 
and Shops, held at San Jose on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Seventy-six delegates from the Pa¬ 
cific division attended the convention 
luncheon at the Montgomery Hotel. 
The delegates convened at the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce of San Jose. 

Exhibits of useful articles made 
from cast-off garments were shown 
from all sections. A concrete answer 
to the question raised, “What can a 
small town do with a Red Cross 
Shop?” was given in the excellent 
records of the South San Francisco 
shop, which has made a profit of $961, 
with expenditures of but $15. 


A. B. C. Dohrmann, general director 
of the Pacific division of the Red 
Cross, made the statement in his ad¬ 
dress that if each person in America 
would save 10 cents’ worth of tin foil 
monthly, the proceeds from its sales 
would aggregate $125,000,000 yearly. 


William H. Popert, associate 
director of the Bureau of Salvage of 
the Pacific division, accompanied by 
Miss Booth, a director of the salvage 
work, spent several hours in South 
San Francisco on Tuesday. 


In one morning at a hospital in 
France, the American Red Cross bath¬ 
house accommodated 350 men who 
had received first aid in the field and 
been sent to the hospital for treat¬ 
ment. Red Cross men presented each 
soldier with a comfort bag as he left 
the bathhouse and the hospital corps 
served them with hot coffee and soup. 


The American Red Cross is assist¬ 
ing a Paris organization known as 
the Union des Families to promote 
gardening among delicate children. 
The kiddies are allowed to plant 
small vegetabe gardens on the forti¬ 
fications of the city and the Red Cross 
permits the use of a barracks for a 
shelter and rest room.
